The' question is now asked by many 
persons who have.not had time of oppor- 
uinity to mark with precision the features 
and progress of parties; what is the dif- 
ference betweeg.a Republican dnd a Fe- 
deralist ? f 

Ín one sense of the word we áre “all 
Republicans, and all Federalists.”’—wA3 
citizens ofour several State governments 
we are Republicans; and as citizens or 
members of the government of the Units, 
ed States we arc Federalists. m 

There are also many FederMists be- 
tween whom and Republicans there are 
but slight shades of difference ; who in 
peace and in war act with patriotism, and 
who weré it not for the pride of party 
would often act in concert with Repub- 
licans. ; ; 

But the preat leading distinction be- 
tween the two parties in timés past has 
beenthis. F'ederalists have always in al- 
most every instance shewn a leaning to 
what is sometimes culled energetic go- 
vernment, in which the many are made 
subservient to the will of the few, aud in 
making riches confer particular qualifi- 
cations on their possessors.—-This they 
have evidenced, by passing Laws while 
the General Government was in their 
hands, subversive of personal liberty, and 
restricting the Liberty of the Press, and 
under the State Government by advocat- 
ing the principle that only those who pos- 
sess property toa certain value ought to 
be permitted to vote at Elections.—On 
this last ground it is matter of asionish- 
ment that any poor man should ever voice 
for a Fcderalist—for a párty who endea- 
vored to prevent him from having the li- 
berty of enjoying and exercising chat tru- 
ly invaluabie privilege—a privilege which 
is in fact the only suy safeguard of a Na- 
tion's Frecdom. 

Republicans on the contrary have al-

tions with Adm’, Hotham, cothmanding 
the English squddron, I hastened to write 
to him, addvessihg: to.him- at the same 
time despatches from’ Mr. Croker, Sc- 
cretary of the Admiralty of England, of 
which I was the bearer. "Those letters 
were delivered to the Admiral by Lieut. 
Freuriau, whom his Excellency was 
pleased to associate with me. 

It appears from the different commu- 
nications that I have had with the Eng- 
lish Admiral and M. the Maritime Prce- 
fect, that Napoleon having arrived at 
Rochefort on the 3d of July, took up his 
residence at the maritime prefecture un- 
til the 8th. Pressed by Gen. Becker, 
who had been charged to escort and sec 
him on board, and by M. the Baron Bon- 
nefoux, mariime prefect, to avail himself 
of every opportunity afforded by the wind 
and tide, he de:ermined at length to cm- 
bark in the boats that were waiting for 
him at every tide, and repaired at 10 o*- 
clock in the evening on board the Saal, 
and caused his suite to be divided be- 
tween that frigate aud the Meduse. 

The next moizing, the 9th, he landed 
upon the Isle of Aix, and visited its for- 
tifications. 

On the 10th, the wind was favorable for 
putting to sea; but the English cruizers 
and the bright moon left the frigate but 
little hope of escaping, , 

Between the 10th and 11th, Napoleon 
sent in a flag of truce, on board the Eu- 
glish ship Bellerophon, the Gens. Savary 
and Las Casas. The flag of truce re- 
turned on the 11th. - 

Between the 11th and 12th, Napolcon 
learned om his brother Joseph the dis- 
solution of the Chambers, and the entry 
of the King into Paris. Until then, Bo- 
naparte had often expressed the opinion 
that the Chambers would reca!l hin, ei- 
ther because he wished the authorities 
that surrounded him to belicve so, or be- 
cause he really entertained such an cx- 
pectation. 

On the 12th he landed upon the Island 
of Aix with his suite and tieir baggape, 
and in the night between the 12ih & 13th, 
two half-decked boats arrived there from 
Rochelle. It appeared that Napoicon 
had caused them to be purchased with 
the intention of embarking in them, and 
of endeavoring to grin, by favour of the 
night, a Danish smack, with whicu it is 
supposed he had agrecd, and who was to 

wait for him at 30 or 40 leapucs distance 
in the offing. Itis not known why iie did 
not avail himself of these arrangements, 
but doubtless they appeared to him to be 

too hazardous. 

In the night between the 13ih 8: 14th, 
he went aboard the French brig l'Eper- 
vier; and on the evening of tic 14th, gen. 
Becker, who had been with a flegon board 
of the English squadron, having veturn- 
ed, Napoleon caused his suite and their 
baggage to be embarked in the Epervier. 

Qu the loth, in the morning, that ves. 
sel was perceived making sail as a flug 
of truce towards the Admirals ship; the 
sea not permitting her to approach quick- 
ly, the English boars met her and trans- 
ported the passengers on board the Bel- 
lerophon. Under these circumstances, 
Lt. Jourdan, commander of thc Epervicr, 
conceived it his duty to request, and ac- 
cordingly obtained from the commander 
of the Bellerophon, a written attestition 
of his having taken Bonaparte on board 
of that vessel.

On the 16th, the Beil, rophon set sail 
at half past one in the afternoon, The

The opposition to the war commented 
in Congress, by official federal justificati- 
on of British impressment and orders in 
council, and by the denunciation of the 
defensive measures of government as 
unnecessary, wanton, and unjust. This 
criminal prostitution of their talents’ and 
station to the defence of an outrageous 
system of foreign insult and aggression, 
was on the part of the federal members 
of Congress, so wicked and disreputable, 
as to bring down the blackest stigma up- 
onthe Ameiican oharacter. Yet the fe- 
deral party displaye: an increased degree 
of zeal insupport of their leaders, aud 
evinced a contempt for the national rights 
& reputation that disgusted all really“ pa- 
rriotic men. The patrizans of the enemy 
were thus encouraged to revile the war, 
to throw every obstacle in the way of iis 
success, and to sow the seeds of division. 
and treason. 

The next step of opposition was to vi- 
olate the constitution and their sacred 
duty, by disobeying requisitions of militia 
for national defence ; by discouraging en- 
listment; by pureuading the militia not- 
to go over the lines to fight the enemy ; 
and by attempting to destroy the pecunia- 
ry credit of the government, fo necessa- 
ry tothe procurement of the sinew of war. 
The federalists may wince at the charge 
of moral treason; but I hesitate not 
to say, that the oonduct which they, 
with some exceptions, pursued during 
the war, was worse than actual, overt 
treason.. If they had takqg up arms 
against their country, they would have 
been crushed in a moment ; the main bö- 
dy of the party would have abandoned 
them; but their artful moral opposition 
worked with more pernicious effect, to 
the same pernicious end of actual trea- 
son end co-operation with the enemy. X 
allew that their object was principally to 
turn the republicans out of office, and to 
ob‘ain the reins of government them- 
sclyes, But they clearly saw the real ten- 
dency of their acts; and if they had de- 
signed to overthrow the government, 
they could not have acted morc criminal- 
ly than they did ect. 

But, in fact, they did attempt to over- 
threw tive government, to dissolve the 
Union, & to produce civil war and blood- 
shed. They got up the Hartford Cone 
vention for this purpose ; theebject was 
avowed, in the Boston federal papers, to 

ibe a dissolution of the Union, which they 
said was a curse to them. Their cow- 


ardice arrested their mad career, But 
weir proceedings were eulogised by the 


federalists in the Legislature of Mary- 

land, and in the federal prints in the State.

Copy of a letter from Lieutenant D. N. 

: Nicholson, of the late U.‘S. brig Sy- 
rén, to Captain Samuel Evans, com- 
manding naval officer at New York, 
dated 

New-York, August 24, 1815. 


Conceiving it my duty, to make 
known the treatment exhibited by British 
officers and men te those Who are so un- 
fortunate as to fall in their power, l'am 
induced to acquaint yeu with the follow- 
ing circumstances : 

After the surrender of the Syren to 
the Medway, the officers apd crew of 
the former were removed to the latter, 
the crew not-bciny allowed the privilege 
of taking their clothing, &c. with them, 

o that the prize crew had a fair oppor- 
tunity of plundering such articles as they 
thought p?oper, which opportunity they 
took care to profit by, as many of our 
men were pillaged of every article they 
possessed, excepting what they had onat 
the time; and the officers in like man- 
ner were plundered on board the Med- 
way; the Midshipmen, some of them, 
were completely stripped, others lost 
their watches, &c. 

For my own part, I came off with the 
loss of about half my clothing, and thot 
myself well off, when compared with the 
losses of my shipmates.—-The morning 
afier our capture we were musterei on 
the quarter deck to undergo a search; 
tho men were there stripped to the skin, 
«nd their clothing not. returned, so that 
many sf them were left without any 
thing more than a shirt and trowsers ; 
the next day" Mr. Barton (the first Licut. 
ofthe Medway) distributed the clothing 
he had taken from our men, to his quar- 
ter-masters and: quarter-zunners, in my 
presence. After being on board the 
Medway five weeks, we were landed at 
Simons own, 25 miles to the east ward of 
the Cape of Good Hope, myself and bro- 
ther officers paroled, and the men march- 
ed to Cape Town under an escort of dra- 
goons, being obliged to ford a lake on the 
march, where the boys were compelled 
to go over on the backs of the tall men; 
this march of 25 miles was performed in 
one day, and without shoes er food, the 
latter article they were kept without four 
and twenty hours; their shoes were sto- 
Fen by “the crew of the Medway while 
they were asleep; after remaining in 
this situation nearly 8 months, without 
bed or bedding (they were not even fur- 
nished with straw, and their hammocks 
were taken on a plea of their being pub-

“T have the honor to inform you tha 
on the 17th inst. off Cape de Gatt, the 
squadron fell in with, and captured, on 
Algerine frigate of 46 guns, and 400 or 
500 men, commanded by Rais Hanimida, 
who bore the title of Admiral; she 
struck her flag afier a running fight of 25 
minu:es. 

“The Admiral was killed at tae com- 
mencementof theaction. After the Guer« 
riere (who from her favourabie position 
was cnabled to bring the enemy to close 
action,) had fired two broadsiaes the cna 
emy, with the exception of a few Mus- 
keteers, ran below. "The Guerriere had 
4 men wounded by musket shot, whick 
isthe only injury done by the enemy in 
this affair." 

“We have 406 prisoners including 
wounded. ‘Phe prisoners state that ae 
bout thirty were kiied and thrown over» 
board. 

* Their squadron is said to be cruising: 
in our vicinity; 5 days ago they were 
off this place; unless I obsain some fur- 
iher intelligence of them by to-morrow, E 
proceed to the port of Algiers, in tho 
hope to intercept their return. For the 
present I have determined to send the 
prize into Carthag ena.”

SIR, 

I have the honor to inform yon, tha 
on the 19th inst. off Cape Palos, the squa- 
ron under my command, captured an Al- 
gerine brig of 22 puns, and 180 men.—e 
After a chase of 3 hours, she ran into 
shoal water, where I did not think it ad- 
visable to follow with our large shipsy 
but despatched the Epervier, Sparey 
Torch and Spitfire, to whom she surren- 
dered after a short resistance. Twenty 
three men were found dead on board.— 
We received from her 80 prisoners, the 
residue of her crew having left her in 
boats. Many of them must have been 
killed by the fire of our vessels, aud one 
of the boats was sunk. None of our 
vessels sustained any damage, nor waa 
there a man killed or wounded. This 
brig is larger than the Epervier—was 
built in Algiers 5 years ago, by a Spanish 
constructor, the same who built the fria 
gate captured on the 17th instant, and iw 
perfectly sound,

MARENGO AND WATERLOO. 


Since the battle of Pharsalia, 
the most important that have oc 
in the world, have been those of Maren: 
go and Waterloo. By the battle of Ma- 
rengo on the 14th June 1800, Bonaparte 
rose to almost the dominion of Europe 3 
by that of Waterloo, fifteen years after- 
wards, he lost his empire, his power, and 
perhaps his lifc. 

In many ofthe leading points, theso 
two battles have strong vesemblauce. 

At Marengo, after 12 hours of dread- 
ful carnage and the display of consume 
mate military skillon both sides, Bona- 
parte with only about the ninth part of his 
army, was driven to the last defile and his 
total ruinappearedcertain. At4o'cleck 
the reserye,under Dessaix& Monnicr,that 
had been sent for the night precéding, ar- 
rived after a march of thirty miles ; the 
Austrians were overwhelined, and the 
rout that ensued has beenequalled by that 
of the French at Waterloo. 

In the late battle Bonaparte was victo- 
rious on the 15th, the 16th, and until 7 
o'clock of the 18th. He was on the pointy 
as marshal Ney says, of ‘obtaining a great 
victory.” Of a sudden, gen. Bulow ate 
tacked the rear and right flank, and mar- 
shal Blucher came to the aid of Welling- 
ton in front; and the subsequent rout of 
the French, exceeding that of the Austrie 
ans at Marengo, is perhaps unparalleled 
in the history of the world. 

Both battles were conducted by the a- 
blest generals in the world+—both. were 
desperate and bloody to the last degree

BAER, 
of Frederick The original, which ap- 
pears never to have been sealed, and 
therefore to have been sent by some con- 
fidential person, who, tinluckily dropped 
it, is in the porseteldn of the Editors of 
the Baltimore Patriot, and may be seen by 
any respectable Federalist or Republican 
calling at their office. 

From this extraordinary letter, the 
people of Maryland will perceive the sort 
of man that the State Executive have ap- 
pointed their Major General. They will 
sec in Mr. Ha: per the most decided ad- 
vocatc of the British claims and conduct 
during the late war, and the equally de- 
cided enemy of some of hia country’s dear- 
est interests and rights ; of those rights 
and interests for the sufiftort of which the 
blood of many of our bravest and best ci- 
tizens freely flowed. Yetthisis the man 
who holds the most important military 
command in the State, and who is, if fc- 
deralists succeed at the October electi- 
ons, to be elected to a seat in the Senate 
of the U. States. 

Here is the champion of that infernal 
British system, by which free American 
seamen have been tied up to the yard 
arms of British men of war, leshed till 
their backe streamed in torrents of blood, 


to compel them to fight against their own 
country. 


THE LETTER. 
* Baltimore, October 10th, 1814. 


“I congratulate you, mast sincerely, 
my dear sir, on the good news contained 
in your letter, which is still more grati- 
tying from the knowledge that we have 
done so well in other counties. You 
will have seen the returns from them be- 
fore this reaches you. We have two 
thirds of the House of Delegates, and a 
majority of more than twenty on joint bal- 
lot.—Laus Deo. 

“ The object of our commissioners, in 
sending home the Adams, I have no 
doubt is to obtain new instructions. 
From the Regent’s proclamation, recall- 
ing British subjects, his speech to Parli- 
ament, aud the address of the House of 
Commons to him, I think it clear that 
the British government have taken their 
stand on this ground; thatas we began 
the war to drive them from their doctrine 
of perpetual allegiance,* and their 
RIGHT of impreasment, they must have 
those points settled before they lay down 
thcir arms, and will not be content with 
our merely waving our CLAIMS.* To 
this effect I presume their commission- 
ers were instructed. Ours had no in- 
structions to do more than wave’ those 
claims. Even to that extent ours were 
not authorised to go, to [till] our gov- 
ernment was informed, by the arrival of 
the French frigate ** Olivier,” of the de- 
thronement of Bonaparte. ‘Till then, 
they had no intention to make fieace,] but 
then they saw that the game was over, 
and accordingly by the return of that ves- 
se} sent instructions to the commission- 
ers to wave the whole claim about im- 
pressment, in hohes that they might ect 
off on those terms.’
